A of this Kingdom, contribute tothe advancement of Trade, and general Good of the Nation; DO 
THEREFORE, with Advice and Conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, Statute, Ordain and 
1 EnaR, that all Casks to be made hereafter, for Exporting Herrring, or Salmond. fist, be made of 


of the Cask dowled, the Step or Stave of a third part of an Inch, at leaft in thickneſs, and that 
; none of the Staves be Riftor Cliſt And that ilk Barrel for Exporting of Herring, contain eight 

| Gallons and two Pints : And ilk Barrel for rer ren Gallons, and be full Hooped, 
atleaſt on the one end, and have eight Hoops on the other end. And SICK LIKE, that there be keeped in each Royal- 
Burgh, where Casks for*Export are _ 6, of ſuch Casks : and that the Magiſtrats, or Dean 
of Gild ofthe reſpeſtive Burghs, appoint an honeſt Cowper, for whom they will be anſwerable, for Viſiting and Trying 
all Barrels made for Export, and that the Maker of the Cask, put his own mark upon them, before he Sell them, and call 
a Cowper appointed by a Royal- Burgh to try them, and if they be found ſufficient, that he put the publick Seal ofthe 
Burgh upon them, for which the ſaid Cowper is to have four shilling Scots, for ilk Laſt from the Maker: and that ilk 
Barrel, which after ſuch tryal, shall be found unſufficient, be confiſcated and diſpoſed upon, for the uſe of the Poor with. 


in the Paroch where they are made, excepting ſuch parts thereof, as the reſpective Magiſtrats shall think fit, to give to the 


Cowper.viſitor within the Burgh, for his encouragement : and if the ſaids Casks hall be found unſuthcient, after the pub- 
lick mark of the Burgh is ſo affixed thereon, the Cowper who Viſited the ſamine, is to pay therefore ſix pound Scots for ilk 
Laſt, and proportionally for ilk Barrel and whatever Cask shall be put aboard, before they be viſited and marked, as ſaid 
is, the fame are to be ſcaſed and confiſcated as unſufficient, and applyed for the uſes above · mentioned. AND SICKLIKE, 
that all Herring and Salmond for Export, be made Pyned and Cured with French Bay, or Spanish Salt, or with Salt upon 
Salt, made of Forraign Salt: and that all Herrings for Export (exceptingſuch Herrings, as are Exported to the Sound, 
before the tenth day of September yearly) be Repacked, well filled and .wazhed, AND IN LIKE MAN- 
NER, that the Magiſtrats in ilk Royal-burgh,appoint an honeſt Man of Judgment, and skill in Curing aud Packing of 
Herring, for whom they ſhall be anſwerable co Viſit all Herringss Exported out of their Precint, who is to have a 
publick Burning-mark, and tif the ſame upon all Casks, which are found ſufficiently Gured and Packed, and if any 
shall be found unſufficiently Cufed or Packed, after Viſiting and Trying thereof, they are to be ſeazed and confiſcated 
for the Uſes ſoreſaids : And the firſt Buyer, is in that caſe to. have recourſe againſt the Eurer, and Maker of the ſaids Her. 


rings, but if the unſufficiency thereof, be diſcovered at tñie Port of Diſcharge, and be made appear, either by legal Pro- 


bation from that place, taken before the Dean of Gild, or Merchant Judge, or by the Atteſtation, upon Oath of the 
Maſter of the Salp, who Exported the ſamine,and two Merchants of good Fame, declaring the ſaid unſufficiency, and that 


the ſamine happened thotow the not right Curing, Making or Packing of the Herrings at firſt 3 then the Merchant-expor- 


ter, is to have recourſe for the whole Dammage, ſuſtaired by the unſuthciengy thereof, againſt the firſt Maker, or Cu- 
rer ofthe ſaids Herrings, AND FOR RENDERING the ſaid Recourſe effectual, all Curers and Makers of Herring, 
shall put their own Mark upon their Ca:k by a Burning · iron, and whatever Herrings are exported without the Makers 
mark upon the Cask, the Merchant shall have no Recourſe for Damages, throw the unſufficiency thereof and in caſe 


any Cask with Herring be shipped for Export, without the ſaid mark, the reſpective Viſitors who shall make diſcovery - 


thereof, are hereby Authorized and Impowered to ſeaze and confiſcat the ſamine for the Uſes fgreſaids. LI XK E A8, 
Their Majeſties with Conſent foreſaid, ORDAIN and APPOINT, the ſaid. Viſitors for the 1 Burghs, to be ad- 
mitted to that Truſt, upon their taking an Oath de fideli admiriitretione, and finding ſufficient Caution for that Fffed: and 
that for their pains therein, they ſhall have ſix ſhilling Scots from the Merchant, or Owner, for ilk Laſt, to be marked 
by them in manner ſoreſaid. AND FARTHER, it is 1 for preventing all Debate, that may ariſe betwix: the 
Viſitors, Merchants, and Curersof Herring, through the Viſitors, their refuſing or delaying to mark Herrings and Salmond, 


that are ſufficiently Cured, upon pretext, that they are not ſufficiently Cured, in that caſe upon any ſuch Difference in 


Burgbs-royal, the Magiſtrats are to call five honeſt Men, well skilled in Curing of Herring and Salmond, to decide any 
ſuch Difference; and in Burghs of Regality, and Barony, or Landwart, the Bailie of Regality, or his Deputs, and tbe 


Baron or his Bailie reſpectively, is to choiſe the like number of honeſt Men for that end, and theſe five honeſt Men, are firſt 


proceed to Cognoſce or Decide in any ſuch matter: and the Viſitor ſhall be obliged 
to affix their Marks, if cheſe honeſt Men ſhall declare them loyally deen and that under the penalty of ten pounds Scots 
toties quoties, and that there be an Act of Court, in preſence of the c ſpective Aagiſtrats made thereupon; BUT IN RE- 
GARD of the great diſtance of ſome places, on the Weſtern and Northern Coaſts, and Iſles, where Herring are in uſe to 
be Cured and Packed, from any Burghs-royal,where-thorow the Vilitors cannot mark the ſaid Herring as well, and loyal- 
ly Cured and Packed. THEREFORE IT IS STATUTE AND ORDAINED, that the Exporter of ſuch Herring, who 
ſhall Buy the ſamine from theſe who Cured them, shall be Lyable for the unſufficiency of the Cask, and the bad and diſ- 
loyal Curing ofthe Herring, conform to this preſent Act, in the Sum of fourty pound Scots money of Penalty, for ilk Laſt 
of the ſaid exported Herring, which shall be found unduly Cured, as ſaid is, and that by legal Probation, or by Atteſtati- 
on and Declaration in manner above-mentioned, to be apply cd to the behove of the Diſcoverer allenarly 7 and for the bet- 
ter advancing of the Trade, of exporting Salmond-fish, Their Majeſties and Eſtates foreſaids, DO AUTHORIZE AND 
IMPOWER, the Magiſtrats or Dean of Gild ofilk Royal-burrow, to put this AR, and other Acts of Parliament made there- 
anent, to all due Execution; DECLARING NEVERTHELESS, likeas, it is hereby expreſly provided and declared, that 
neither this preſent Act, nor any thing therein contained, shall prejudge the particular Rights ofany * royal, within 
this Kingdom, but that the ſamine be reſerved to them, as accords of the Law : And fiklike declariig, that this Act is, and 
shall be but prejudice to the Powers, and Priviledges, Rights, and J.rildiRtion of the Court of Admirality.
